Tho roportof liio discussion given elsewhere 
on tho British Columbia ostimates, fur- 
nishes another of the innumerable arguments 
for a. sweeping cliau",o in the Government of 
Ihe neighboring colony. We have- tho pooplu 
us in Vanoouvor Island, demanding lustily lor 
a reduction in tho expenses of the country, 
but unlike tho people of Vancouver Island 
tho inhabitants of British Columbia aro pow- 
erless. The Executivo brings down its esti- 
mates to tho Council, and tho Council is 
quietly told to pass them. There is no 
option. A few of tho representative mem- 
bers may frel and fume and declare lhal the 
country cannot stand tho expense, but they 
might as well have stayed at home. 
They aro listened to— tolerated— but that is 
all. The Executive is tho Government and 
does what it pleases. And if we tako human 
nature as the standard, wo do not know that 
the Executive is much to blame. An 
official's chief end is to look alter his salary, 
and it would be expecting rather more self- 
denial and self-sacrifice than aro to be met 
with generally in Governments, to look for 
any action on tho part of an officer in tho 
public service that would tend to decrease his 
yearly income. We have thereforo in iba 
Legislative Council the very natural and 
pleasing process af tho officials voting theit 
own salaries, Of courso it is well that the 
non-official members should object to soma 
of the items — it is woll that something should 
be said against the ruinous expense of tho 
Government; but it is in vain tho boatman 
shouts ag.iinst tho waters in the canon— the 
torrent rushes on insensible to his voice 
and boyocd his control. Mr. Cornwall — 
that intelligent representative of Yale and 
Lytton — saw all this, and wont with the 
stream. When the waters boiled and foamed 
ho indulge I in tho boisterous — when they 
glided serenely onward he became as placid, 
and, lot us say, as transparent as a pane ol 
glass. Talk of photography — science never 
appioached the capacity of catohtng the ex- 
pression, the play upon the features, the per- 
fect resemblance which this astute artist 
displayed in his official representations. Yale 
and Lytton are honored by having a repre- 
sentative of suoh a stamp. A man who can 
call the retrenchment in Vancouver Island a 
" mad career," who can assail with virulence 
any attempt to reduce expenditure when '.lie 
income has fallen off, is a creature not to be 
picked up every day, and we would advise 
our friends of Yale und Lytton when they 
catch their official representative on his re' urn 
from his legislative labors to put him into a 
bottle of alcohol and preserve him as a lusus 
naturw. 

In sobor language, wo would ask Messrs. 
Homer, Walkem, Holbrook and rimiili if 
they have any respect for themselves and 
tho peoulo of British Columbia ? If they 
see any dignity or usefulness in an occu- 
pation that is rendered entirely uugntoiy by 
tbo overwhelming otiicial element of tin) 
Legislative Council. 'I hey can have no ex- 
ouse about the motives or the determination 
of the Executive. They saw that the officials 
on every money scheme voted as one man ; 
that, in fact, tho whole programme wus rut 
and dried before it was introduced into tho 
Council at all. Now if these men— these 
officers of Government — wero only responsi- 
ble to the people no person could object to 
their partisanship ami unanimity. If their 
measures, under such circumstances, wvie 
good and economical, they would of eour.-e 
be supported by tho inhabitants, and 
if bad, they would, along with Ihe 
officials themselves, be di=cardcd. I let 
there is no responsibility at all. 'I lie 
" Crown " is too far away ami too much 
interested in more important matters to exer- 
cise the necessary supervision over the ruling 
powers in British Columbia. Tho coosc- 
queuce is we have an oligarchy of the worn! 
possible character- We again, therefor.-, ask 
the non-official member* what is their 
peculiar business in the (,'ounoil ' What do 
thoy propose to do / What schemes do they 
iutend to carry out ? The only answer is 
" nothing." Thoy must know by this time 
they can do nothing that a mere recommen- 
dation to tho Executive Irom outside parties 
cannot effect— that, in fact, they are a I 
placed in n (also and undignified position. 
They are sent to tho Council to cany out 
tho people's views — to insist on a much 
greater economy in tho administration ul 
publio affairs than has been carried on, — 
and on the first attempt to make a reduc- 
tion in ihe enormous salaries they aro coolly 
told by the men who receive those salaries 
that they cannot touch such items of expend 
ituro because tho appointments are Crown 
appointments. When they apply themselves 
to tho reduction of other items, the Executive 
in its legislative capacity warns them in keep 
their hunds oil, and refrain from interferiu 
in matters that do not concern them. In brief 
the people of British Columbia are called 
upon to contributu this year for the Goverin. 
ment of the colony the sum of 8600,000 and 
they uro given clearly and unmistakably to 
understand that the amount must be piiJ 
—that they shall have nothing to say in tic 
supply — neither tho how nor ihe wherefore. 
Wo put it to tho four popular members— the 
curiosity from Yalo and Lytton wo leave to 
his grateful constituents— whether ii won d 
not bo a wiser course, a more patriotic and 
loss degrading oouise, to retire in a body from 
the Council Hull and appeal in a proper shape 
to Her Majesty's Government. If they are 
above being tickled by the august title o( 
" honorable " — W thoy have the courage nod 
tho integrity to plaoo tho interests of the 
colony above private predilections or whims, 
they will adopt BDeh a course, and save the 
reputation n» woll in the pocket of the poop!,: 
of British Columbia.

His reasoua lor bringing forward the 
amendment was '.but La considered the real 
estale tax as a most necessary source ot 
revenue, and he din not lbii.lt ihe hon. senior 
in umber lor the City could find a precedent 
anywhere lor doing away with this tax, 
which would simply De the means u( ena- 
bling gentlemen to walk about und specu- 
late in real estate. Tnere was no objecliuu 
to the principle ol the lax by ihe majoiily 
ol the tax pay eis. Alter entering upon a 
lew statistics on the items ol revenue, he 
moved that the llaruor Dues Act bo abol- 
ish, d instead ol the real estate tax- 
Mr. M'Clure said no oue attempted lo decry 
the principle ol taxing real estate ; what Uie 
burners ol the proposition bad in View was to 
divide ttie Island into municipalities uu.l make 
tbu land pay lor the local improvements. 
I his would reduce the expenses ol llio gen- 
eral Goveiiiiii.nl il properly managed lo 
830,000 at llio o.iltid'., and it would be the 
only mean , ol making the unimproving laud 
speculator pay his proper quota. So lar as 
the motion ol his hon. collcayuu (Dr. Powell)

Dr. Powell objected lo anticipating muni- 
cipal luxes, although he bad seen loo much 
ol tlm working ol municipal institutions to 
object to Itieni when they came Up 

hi-. 1'ulmie al.-o thought thut ibe House 
should deal with what was before il. lie 
ou.teiiinad tho abolition ol ihe real estate 
lax, winch he looited upon us a very neces- 
sary meuiis ol revenue, und considered n 
must advisable jnst now lo do away With 
every restriction on commerce. 

Dr. Helmckeu also objected to the lual 
estate lax being done away with, and Would 
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amount to anything like that 
was madness to impose luxes ou goods coi 
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revenue would be less while the expenditure 
put down would be more ; und this House 
waa not, llicrelore, in a position to repeal Ihe 
Real Estate Tax. Ho supposed the minis, 
tarial benches had determined upon it and 
it would bo done ; but they had shown no 
grounds thai it was unjust, and why then 
repeal it?

Tlie efieetol the direct steamer 
to llio Eraser River might ho Ilia means of 
causing a great deal of the trade to be 
t.nnsaoled direct with New Westminster. 
I he half par cent, lax would pay llio height 
to New Westminster. lie would sny boldly 
thai ho thought the present system of legis- 
lation most ruinous to the colony. If com- 
merce worn ruined real estate would bo worth 
nothing, and if every restriction was not re- 
moved we could not coinpelo with those who 
were in competition with us, and those who 
voted for such ti slate ol things were political 
traitors. 

Mr. DeOnsmos asked who wore the traitors 
to the interests of tho country'! Wore 
they not the men who liko tho Speaker 
of that House in 1803 voted against union 
when it miirlit have beon accomplished ? It 
was these Priests of Baal — these lalso priests 
— who were l lie real traitors to the country. 
He proceeded to castigate Ihe previous 
speaker for his remarks, recalling to his mind 
llio time — although he now used soft ex» 
prossii ns which he thought would influence 
the people outside — when he stood up in his 
placo in llio Houso uud called the people 
'' vermin." The hon. gentleman had proved 
himself so frequently u false prophet that the 
people ceased to pay any attention lo his 
views. Mr- DeCosmos concluded by review- 
ing and upholding the items of revenue set 
forth in his resolutions, for the accuracy of 
which lie had had g-oo I authority. 

Dr. Tolmie thought that however desirable 
il might be lo raise taxes on real estate for 
municipal purposes, it must be conoeded 
that a p .rtion should go into tho general re- 
venue, und il was useless lo discuss what 
was not before tbe House.

The boo. gentlemau had not 
shown himself a H ue prophet on commercial 
mailers. He, Dr. Dickson, had no doubt 
of the material wealth ol Ihe colony and ol 
the advantages which il held out In puttle- 
meut and the investment ol capital, he saw 
none of the dreaded dangers to be anticipa- 
ted by abolishing tho real estate iu\. pro 
perty btiog taxed loo high, lie concluded 
by expressing great faith in tho future of the 
country. 

Dr. To'mie twitted tho la - 1 speaker for his 
inconsistency; ai the last session he was the 
first to jump on his legs and cry out thai lb- 
free port was in danger. Anybody could see 
that this was a direct blow a', tho bee port 
and although he was free to say that when 
union was accomplished tho free port was 
doomed and must die, the Houso was pledg- 
ed noi to interfere with the In-a purl mini 
then. It was only wi-e to shape uur p ilicy 
according to the necessities of the colony, 
and it was mosl essential to leavo com- 
merce unfettered so that wo might compete 
with others. 

Dr Dickson retorted on the last speaker 
and asked where was Iho direct blow mined 
at the Ireo port by proposing lo ubolish the 
raul estate lax? Ha really feared that there 
must b_" something wrong with ihe boo. 
gentleman or that he could no; understand 
Eiiiilish. 

Dr. Helmcken admitted all that the hon. 
gentleman ( Dr Dickson I had said about 
teats, bottles, and wet handkerchiefs, but hi 
Bgain warmly and strenuously urged upon 
the Committee lo waive all party or political 
feeling, to leave commerce unshackled, and 
not for the sake ol a paltry saving ol S3i)(in(l 
of real eslute taxes la ruin the best interests 
of Ibe country and to Irivu tho people uwny 
from the colony. It should rather be their 
object In bring people here, and he sbou d 
like to know what else there was lo attract a 
population here but commerce. He spoke 
feelingly und earnestly on ibis subject be 
cause be felt a deep interest in it, aud be 
would entreat the Committee to consider 
well beb, re they committed the colony lo u 
suicidal policy. The hon. gentleman then 
directeu his remarks atiainst the senior mem- 
ber lor the city, in the course ol which he

Colonial Secretary's Department. — Upon 
the item of 63 880, us salary ol Colonial Se- 
cretary being read, the hon, Mr. Homer 
offered ilia following resolution : " i'hal 'he 
Secretary ol State i»r the Colonics ho recom- 
mended to rcduc" tho salaries ol the Colonial 
Secretary, ilia Chief Commissioner, and the 
Collector ul Customs lo SB 000 each.'' This 
resolution was Bupporled by the lions 1 1 ol 
brook, Walkom and 'Smith. Mr. Wnlkein 
spoko very much to the point. He said lhal 
tho elected members were now called upon 
to discharge u very unpleasant duly, in op- 
posing the excessive salaries ol ofDoial mem- 
bers; bul although they would doubtless bo 
found in tbu usual minority, they woie, 
neveilheless determined lo do Iheir duty lo 
those who sent til n to that House, without 
regard lo any considerations of a personal 
character. Ho warned the official members 
that the excessive Civil List which this colony
